They wandei«d in Taguely and rented a 
cottage at the outakirts of the village. 
Uenry Disbro owned the place, and he was 
rather particular about hie tenants, but 
the Waittwright« quite took his fancy. They 
Lad soft blue eyes and looked innocent, like 
people who would not break a gate off ita 
hinges or drive a naal iu another man’s door 
molding. 


The W ainwrights had a pension, they said, 
and “mdJdngs” from preserves, and some- 
liiues Olive, the lean and red haired daugh­ 
ter, did something in the way of work to 
help out a neighbor. 
Besides, they gan 
dened, and sold tiie truck. 
Taken for all 
in ail, Mr. Uisbro opined that they would 
not be bad tenants. 


“We like movm’ about,” Olive 
Wain- 
wright coniided to her next-door neighbor, 
“It gives us a chance to see what diiierent 
places are like. 
We like lo go about the 
W’orld a little if we are poor.” 


The neighbors W'cre all hard-working folk, 
and at niglil they were apt to be tired, so 
they did not probper in their acquaintance 
with the leisurely Wainwrights, who ap­ 
peared to be untouched by tiie fever of 
the age. 
They sat on the doorstep a good 
part of the day, and often far into the 
night. 
The neighbor» could hear the mu­ 
sical murmur of ihcir voiceb and their lazy 
laughter. 
They were never through talk­ 
ing with each other. 
Henry Dihbro was a 
bu^y man and seldom had tune to look in 
upon his lenantt», and he luul a jirejudice 
against agents.
